I still would like to see the governor regarding this issue. She needs to understand the costs 
before she decides to stand back, under the guise of loyalty, and allow DNR to make a poor 
decision. All she needs to do is ask the DNR Commissioner to perform his responsibility under 

I I AAC 83.343(b) and tell the Point Thomson owners what a reasonable Plan of Development 
would be. This is a simple task, and I can't understand why he wouldn't do it. 

If he does not do what I believe is the minimum responsibility of the sovereign in this case, this 
process was probably predetermined from the beginning. It probably means that DNR's intent 
was to try to take back the leases regardless of what the Point Thomson owners proposed. That is 
not their responsibility, and I believe such an act is both illegal and unethical. Their 
responsibility to every taxpayer (and lessee) is to try to resolve the issue if possible, and as a last 
resort take back the asset if they cannot come to resolution. 

In this case the DNR commissioner has met his legal process obligations under the law 

by "reconsidering" the prior decision, but he has not met the intent of the law. This issue was an 

easy one to solve, but DNR seems to have consciously decided not to do so. 

If I am right and DNR issues the reconsideration decision without attempting to resolve the 
problem, then it will be a sad day for Alaska. I hope I am wrong. I have been supportive of the 
governor, and I have worked behind the scenes in several areas to help her administration be 
successful. I will continue to do that where 1 can, but when I see unethical behavior in her 
administration, I cannot support it. 

This will be my last correspondence with you as it seems to be unproductive for either of us.

With respect to the windfall revenues that the State of Alaska is receiving due to the 
high price of oil, I suggest that rather than provide each citizen of Alaska with an 
energy card and each utility with a subsidy that the money would be better spent on 
enhancing Alaska, A5s educational system. 



When I speak of Alaska, Aos educational system I am referring to the University of Alaska 
(UA), not the local educational units ,Al those should be funded locally. However, UA, in 
my opinion, is the responsibility of the State for funding. UA is an economic engine, a 
source of pride, and the pathway to the future. I believe it is in every Alaskan, Aos best 
interest to have an institution of higher education on par with the best that the United 
States has to offer. 



My recommendation is to fund an endowment for UA with the money that would otherwise be 
spent on energy assistance. This funding is in addition to the current level of funding 
that the University receives. 1 further recommend that UA establish some doctoral programs 
based in Anchorage.

Dear Governor Palin: 

The purpose of this letter is to strongly recommend that you reconsider your approval of 
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the $2 million dollar Alaska Legislature appropriation request for a conference on climate 
change and polar bears and, instead, veto the item. 



Based purely on fiscal considerations, it is absurd to think that $2 million dollars is 
required to hold a scientific conference and disseminate results. For about thirty years 1 
have been responsible for holding and widely disseminating results from scientific 
Conferences and the costs have never remotely approached $2 million dollars. 



The appropriation request is based on faulty knowledge and incorrect conclusions about the 
scientific consensus on global climate change and its impacts on polar bears. In 
particular, the commentary written by Alaska Senator Lyda Green and Representative John 
Harris in the 21 May 2008 Anchorage Daily News ,Au$2 Million Conference on Polar Bears, 
Climate is Justified, Au is full of misconceptions about the state of global climate change 
science. In fact, the issue of , Auscientific uncertainty, Au about global climate change 
and its human attribution has been settled for some time within the scientific community; 
so is the impact of global climate change on polar bears. 



By the end of the 1970s most scientific studies indicated that climate forcing would 
likely be dominated by anthropogenic greenhouse gases accumulating in the 
earth, Aiatmosphere system from around 1750 and onwards. The world, ASs most expert body on 
climate change, the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change (IPCC) issued major reports 
in the early 1990, Ads that concluded ,AuA clear scientific consensus has emerged in the 
21st Century,* this report was reviewed by over 700 scientists from around the world. 2 The 
IPCC,Aos ,AuSecond Assessment Report, Au was issued in 1995, and contained the conclusion 
that a ,Aubalance of the evidence (on climate change) showed a discernable human influence 
on climate., Au3 In 2001, the IPCC,Aos third assessment report was released, and made 
specific predictions about how human actions would change the global climate and how 
climate change would affect human health and the environment . 4 The third assessment 
confirmed and expanded upon previous IPCC reports and concluded that there was additional 
evidence that human, Aiinduced climate change had already become noticeable around the 
world. 



Recently, the IPCC,A6s fourth assessment (AR4 ) documented the substantial vulnerability of 
high latitude regions, including places such as Alaska, to the impacts from global climate 
change. 5 This report concluded with a confidence greater than 90 percent that human 
activities are the primary drivers responsible for the atmospheric build, Aiup of 
greenhouse gases and its resultant public health and environmental impacts. (The AR4 had 
over 2500 scientific expert reviewers, over 800 contributing authors, over 450 lead 
authors, and took six years of work.). The AR4,A6s ,AuWorking Group II (WG II), Au also 
notes: (l),Authat of the more than 29,000 observational data series, Althat show 
significant change in many physical and biological systems, more than 9 9 percent are 
consistent with the direction of change expected to warming,* (2Jthat a synthesis of 
studies used in WG II strongly demonstrates the spatial agreement between regions of 
significant warming across the globe and the locations of significant changes in many 
systems consistent with warming is very unlikely to be due solely to natural variability 
of temperatures or natural variability of the systems;, Au and (.3) climate models with 
,Aucombined natural and anthropogenic forcing simulate observed responses significantly 
better than models with natural forcings only.,Au6 



Parenthetically, you should be aware that the IPCC is conservative insofar as being 
careful to avoid making attributions about climate change under conditions of scientific 
uncertainty. In fact, its charter requires it to avoid speculation where possible. 
Consequently, the IPCC does not do original research but relies on conclusions from 
peer,Alreviewed scientific journals that typically employ a normative standard of 
requiring a high degree of confidence for conclusions (e.g., 95 percent confidence level). 
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At the request of President Bush, in 2005 the U.S. National Academy of Sciences was 
requested to present findings on the current state of climate science., Au In his testimony 
to Congress on the findings of the report, Dr. Ralph Cicerone, President of NAS, stated 
, AuNearly all climate scientists today believe that much of the Earth, Aos current warming 
has been caused by increases in the amount of greenhouse gases in the atmosphere, mostly 
from the burning of fossil fuels., Au7 This conclusion is basically the same conclusion 
issued in the HAS, Aos 2001 and 2008 report, respectively . 8 



In 2005, several national academies of science issued a joint statement wherein they 
concluded, ,Au,Althere is now strong evidence that significant global warming is 
occurring, Au, Al . ,Auit is likely that most of the warming in recent decades can be 
attributed to human activities. This warming has already led to changes in the Earth, Aos 
climate., Au9 The national academies were: National Academy of Sciences (United States), 
Royal Society (United Kingdom), Royal Society of Canada (Canada), Russian Academy of 
Sciences (Russia), Chinese Academy of Sciences (China), Science Council of Japan (Japan), 
Indian National Science Academy (India), Academie des Sciences (France), Deutsche Akademie 
der Naturforscher (Germany), Accademia dei Lincei (Italy), and Academia Brasiliera de 
Ciencias (Brazil) . 



The above studies I have mentioned, along with other major recent studies on global 
climate change (e.g., American Association for the Advancement of Science, 10 the American 
Geophysical Union, 11 and the American Meteorological Societyl2), support the view that the 
Earth,A6s climate is changing and that most of the change is attributable to human 
activities since 1750. 



The Alaska legislative request and in particular Senator Green, Ads and Representative 
Harris, A6s rationale for the request and, presumably, your approval of the request are 
predicated on the view , Authat it is imperative that we critically analyze the science 
behind climate change and develop a true consensus before enacting legislation based on 
the claims of that science., Au How much of a ,Auconsensus,Au do they or you want? And what 
would a ,Aticonsensus,Au look like? If there is no trust in the credibility of the 
aforementioned scientific organizations, A6 studies, who should one trust? There is 
probably a greater consensus about global climate change than any other major scientific 
or environmental problem. And, there is a huge consensus about the threat global climate • 
change poses to polar bears; the state of Alaska, A6s position on polar bears is at odds 
with almost every national and international scientific study of threats from global 
climate change on polar bears 



.Although more scientific studies always will yield more information, there is an urgency 
to take immediate action if we are to avoid the serious consequences of global climate 
change, both for humans and polar bears. Further, there is not one local, state, or 
federal agency that requires full scientific certainty for decision or policymaking. (In 
fact, science can never provide full and absolute certainty.). Neither is full certainty 
(or ,Auconsensus,Au) required for social or economic policies. Have all of your decisions 
been based on full certainty? Have those of Senator Green or Representative Harris? I 
doubt it . 



Given the scientific consensus on the human attribution of global climate change as well 
as threats to polar bears, using , Auscientif ic uncertainty, Au to delay mitigation of 
global climate change or protection of polar bears has unfortunate ethical and moral 
consequences. I am unaware of any secular or religious ethics or morals that would 
exonerate someone engaged in risky behavior simply because there was some uncertainty 
involved in determining whether his/her behavior would actually cause damage. There are 
many laws that implement this well, Alestablished norm. For instance, for a defendant to be 
convicted of reckless driving or reckless endangerment, a prosecutor simply has to prove 
the defendant acted in a way that he/she should have known to be risky. Furthermore, the 
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ethical duty to avoid risky behavior is proportional to the magnitude of the potential 
harm, particularly to those who have not consented to being placed at risk. Certainly, 
global climate change poses risks of harm of great magnitude. 



Therefore, as a matter of ethics a relevant question in the face of scientific uncertainty 
about harmful consequences of human behavior is whether there is a reasonable basis for 
concluding that serious harm to other humans or species could result from the behavior. As 
I have pointed out above, scientists have understood that human attribution is the main 
driver of global climate change since at least the first IPCC report, and probably before 
then. For this reason, states and nations cannot deny that their release of greenhouse 
gases creates a significant risk to human and environmental health around the world, even 
if there might be some disagreement with, e.g., the specific predictions of the timing and 
magnitude of the impacts from global climate change. Therefore, states and nations 
emitting significant amounts of greenhouse. gases have been engaged in risky behavior and 
this risky behavior has ethical consequences even if there might be some uncertainty about 
some aspects of actual consequences . 13 , A115 



Given the fact that the United States with 5.6 percent of the world, Aos population ■ 
contributes about 24 percent of the annual anthropogenic emissions of greenhouse gases to 
the atmosphere (and also is responsible for the majority of historical emissions), it is 
our duty to significantly reduce emissions because of the real and potential harm caused 
to others, including other species such as polar bears. Further, it also is Alaska, A6s 
duty to reduce greenhouse gas emissions given that on a per capita basis the state 
produces about four times the amount of the per capita average in the United States. I 
also remind you that under the United Nations Framework Convention on Climate Change 
(ratified by the United States), nations are responsible for reducing greenhouse gas 
emissions, including sub, Alnational governments, businesses, and organizations . 16

The Internationa] Monetary Fund (IMF) and World Bank CWB) have come under heavy 
scrutiny for their structural adjustment programs. These programs, which feature loans 
conditional upon neoliberal economic reforms, have been implemented countless times in 
numerous developing countries since the 1980s. Recently, these loans have been criticized 
for failing to provide the promised economic growth and for adversely affecting the poor. 
Today, it has become expedient for politicians to blame IMF and WB programs as the 
source of their countrys past and current economic woes; railing against the policies of the 
IMF and WB has become a common theme of Latin Americas resurgent populist leaders. 
Yet, the truth of the matter is that the IMF and WBs structural adjustment programs are 
not solely to blame for the economic plight that hit many developing countries. Structural 
adjustment could still be a sound policy; it simply needs to be revised in light of its multiple 
probl ems. 

Misplaced Criticism 

One of the primary complaints against structural adjustment policies is that they 
disproportionately harm the poor. Critics claim that by forcing governments to cut 
spending, the poor lose critically needed social welfare programs. While this is indeed one 
of the negative effects of adjustment policies, its criticism is shortsighted. Oftentimes, 
structural adjustment loans are given to countries with extreme budget deficits, which are 
the primary cause of runaway inflation. To combat this inflation, which in many loan- 
receiving countries can top 100 percent a month, most adjustment loans require cuts in 
government spending. Though cuts in spending hurt those who rely on welfare programs, 
runaway inflation poses a much greater risk to their livelihoods. When faced with 
hyperinflation, most people seek to place their assets into unaffected areas, such as real 
estate, gold, and foreign investments. This transfer of assets is relatively easy for the upper 
and middle classe s to accomplish. The poor, on the other hand, are often unable to shift

The oil industry has almost unlimited resources to hire their own lobbyists 
and it seems wrong to bring Gordon Liddy, a convicted felon, to Alaska to advocate on the 
radio for drilling in the Arctic Refuge, It seems especially wasteful at this time as 
opening the Refuge is highly unlikely with the Democratic Congress and all three 
presidential candidates opposed. Money could better be spent on education, health care, 
highway maintenance, revenue sharing, or put into a savings account. Thank you for you 
consideration.

Hello Governor, 

I was nice to see you at the reception last night, busy times. I thought I'd give you a quick update on the union 
situation. Right after the Judiciary meeting we called and offered the Business Agent an opportunity to meet with 
us and help design the next prison bus. We also offered a Labor/Management committee and a mediation. They 
accepted all three invitations. We are meeting on our terms, and on subjects appropriate for the union to be 
involved, and so far so good. The director and Deputy Director are in our Juneau facility as we speak answering 
questions of the line staff and Sam and Kevin are in Kenai today meeting about the bus. I don't want to count 
chickens before they hatch, but things look much better today than a couple of weeks ago. Last night I didn't 
chase lawmakers around, but I did get some positive feedback on the whole situation. The most significant was 
Sen. French telling me the union did not make a good case to him and he remains unconvinced of their 
allegations. LB&A did not allow the union to make a statement at their hearing and decided to go ahead with the 
staffing and square foot ratios, and MRSA numbers. None of the remaining allegations will be audited. We have 
nothing to hide, have not lied about any of our decisions or numbers so the audit is good for us. Our ratios are 
better than most states, and if anyone wants to say we need more staff, ) wouldn't argue. When they compare 
school districts and hospitals to us as far as MRSA, we are way better. We are tracking it, unlike most other 
systems and epidemiology is guiding us. If they say we need more medical staff, we wouldn't argue with that 
either. 

Our expansion plan is clicking along as well. The Bethel project (66 beds) may be in trouble as fuel just jumped to 
seven bucks and we have several staff wanting to transfer out. Tough times out there now. The Point Mack 
project (1536 beds) and the Seward project (144 beds) took strong, both with construction scheduled to begin 
spring 09. Supervised Prisoner crews are building 60 beds in Palmer and with our busses we should be able to 
help the crowding in Anchorage. 

Your support has been a true blessing. Thank you.

• All parties have agreed to dismiss the 07WATR appeal and allow the Alaska Supreme Court 
to resolve whether 07WTR3 should be on the. ballot. Simply put, the first water/mining 
initiative (07WATR) would not be on the ballot, and the AK Supreme Court would decide 
whether 07WTR3 should be on the ballot 

• The agreement between initiative sponsors, mining interests, and the State of Alaska would 
leave in place Judge Blankenship's (Fairbanks) order enjoining the state from putting the 
07WATR initiative on the ballot. It would have the AK Supreme Court vacate Judge Tonisi's 
(Dillingham) decisions and order regarding 07WATR. 

• On Friday, the State of Alaska, the 07WATR sponsors, and 07WATR opponents joindy asked 
the Alaska Supreme Court to: 

o vacate the Dillingham Superior Court's order to distribute signatures booklets to 

sponsors of 07WATR. 
o dismiss the State's appeal to the Alaska Supreme Court of the Dillingham Superior 

Court's decision to certify 07WATR 
o dismiss the 07WATR sponsors' appeal to the Supreme Court of the Fairbanks Superior 

Court's decision that 07WATR constituted an appropriation. 

What does this mean for voters? 

• If the Alaska Supreme Court agrees to the request, 07WATR -will not appear on the ballot 

• Whether 07WTR3 appears on the August Primary ballot is yet to be decided by the Alaska 
Supreme Court, regardless of the outcome of the joint request 

Who's involved? 

• 07WATR sponsors (Holman, Hobson, Akelkok); 

• 07WATR opponents (Pebble Limited Partnership, Council of Alaska Producers, Alaska 
Federation of Natives (AFN) and Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act Association of CEO's 
(ANCSA); 

• State of Alaska, Lt Governor Parnell (who originally declined to put 07WATR on the ballot 
on constitutional grounds). 

Why did this partial resolution of the water/mining initiatives occur? 

• All parties agreed that 07WATR should not appear on the upcoming ballot. 

• All parties agree that having two related initiatives on the same ballot fosters confusion. 

• Additionally, 

o The sponsors of the initiative believe that 07WTR3 accomplishes the principal goals of 
07WATR. 

o The Lt. Governor and the initiative opponents believe that 07WATR should not appear 
on the ballot because it is an appropriation of state assets, which is unconstitutional. . 

• Oral arguments in the case will take place on June 16. The state has requested that the 
Supreme Court decide what will appear on the ballot by July 10, so that ballots can be printed 
on time.

Assistant Secretary for Elementary and 
Secondary Education Kerri Briggs commended states for the work they have done to implement high- 
quality standards and assessment systems and furnished a fact sheet with information on the Department's 
standards and assessment system status designations and implications of those designations. As of now, the 
systems in 32 states have received "full approval" or "full approval with recommendations," while the 
systems in three states have been designated "approval expected." It is unlikely that all the remaining states 
will have fully approved standards and assessment systems by the end of the 2007-08 school year.

Ten Billion Dollars to be deposited in a ten-year interest bearing account with a minimum 
interest guarantee of five percent compounding interest. The "Alaska Prize" must be 
invested in America, i.e., United States of America Savings Bonds, Treasury Notes, War 
Bonds? 



The contest will run for ten years or until all Alaska Prizes are won. 



Each Year on Alaska Statehood Day Winners of the "Alaska Prize" will be announced by the 
Governor of Alaska. 



All account money not awarded in any given year will be rolled over for a period of ten 
consecutive years. At the end of ten years all remaining money is returned into the state 
treasury plus the interest accrued. 



The "Alaska Prize" is All or Nothing. The bar must be reached at the 100 percent level 
and above, 99.999 percent does not reach the goal of 100 percent. 



All prizes are claimed. 



The "Alaska Prize" is not a nomination process at any level, there are no nominees. You 
walk the talk and you stand on your claim. 



. Any individual, a groups representative or Head of State can make a prize claim at any 
time during the contest. 



There is no prize for the shy or timid the "Alaska Prize" is reminiscent of boom times in 
Alaska, John Service, Bush Pilots, King Crab when Crab was King, Oil pipeline days, and 
homesteading.

All rules are fixed and final when the Alaska's Governor first announces the "Alaska

The Judges decision is final when rendered ...no do over's, all decisions and mistakes are 
final and unchallengeable by anyone or country.

Judges and all participants must follow Alaska Law and obey all current Laws of Physics.

The "Alaska Prize" is awarded regardless of a person or groups: Sex, Race, Religion, 
Disability, and Sexual Preferences or by Country of Origin. Discrimination against any 
people anywhere will cause the claimant to be ousted, disqualified and eliminated from 
competition. All claimants including countries will be band from further competition for 
that "Alaska Prize." 



"Alaska Prize" claims will be considered serially, first in, first consideration. 
Consideration will continue until the "Alaska Prize" is awarded or any part of the 
claimant's standard is not proven by the claimant. 



First claim that meets the standard of the "Alaska Prize" is the winner of that "Alaska 
Prize." The end. 



If there is another claim that meets the standard of an "Alaska Prize", if it isn't the 
first successful claim there is a zero claim or expectation of a claim regardless of 
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method used to reach the standard. First is first. Second is zero, there is no standing 
for a second claim. Second is a no claim. 



The "Alaska Prize" isn't a win or lose prize, it is a WIN prize, and it is won by reaching 
the bar first. 



False "Alaska Prize" claims are rejected, and the rejected claims will be published in 
detail in the "Anchorage Daily News" and in full view of the free world. 



Frivolous "Alaska Prize" claims are rejected and future claims and re-claims from the same 
claimant will also be rejected. A death nail notice will be issued to the claimant. 
Frivolous claims made in hopes of skipping to the front of the line of claimants are also 
issued a death naiL. Every individual involved in a frivolous claim is also given a death 
nail. If a person who was given a death nail notice gets involved in another "Alaska 
Prize" that person, group or country is disqualified. Disqualified means out, done, a no 
winner, irrevocably disqualified and final. All frivolous "Alaska Prize" claims will be 
published in detail in the "Anchorage Daily News" and in full view of the world. 



Results must be repeatable. Are claimants results repeatable? Yes or No. Results that 
are not repeatable are disqualified, they fail to reach the standard and therefore they 
don't reach the bar. That's it, they're done, failed and without merit. 



There is no time limit to consider a particular claim,. But, 



Once a particular claim is brought under consideration by prize judges the claim must be 
verified -(Yes or No)-within 90 days or the judges for the prize must render a No 
judgment. The claimmee or claimants can reapply for the "Alaska Prize" and be placed at 
the end of the line for that prize for reconsideration. It is the responsibility of the 
claimants that their claim is understandable, and reproducible, it is not the judge's 
responsibility to weed out the winners. 



Winners must stand alone and not be propped up by a judge. Remember the job of the judge 
is to verify the claim not interpret the verification of the interpretation of the claim.

Once a claim is published the clock is started. Either the claimants claim is real and 
well documented or not. Once a claim is found to fall short of the bar that has been set, 
then a NO judgment is rendered and the claim is dismissed. 



All "Alaska Prize" claims must be published in detail in the "Anchorage Daily News" and in 
full view of the world after the judges render their judgment. 



There is no minimum time requirement before a claim can be rejected. The next claim in 
line will begin the judging process. Close counts for nothing when reaching for the

Seven people led by the Governor of Alaska for a total of eight must unanimously agree on 
the selection of each judge. This group is known as the "Governors Panel." 



All members of the Governors Panel must exercise independent judgment. 



Members of the Governors Panel represent themselves, not their country, political party, 
or any group. Meinbers of the Governors Panel are free and independent. 



Any member of the Governors Panel can only be removed by the Alaska Senate, by a simple 
majority vote. 



Anyone associated with the Nobel Prizes Committee is not eligible to be a member of the 
Governors Panel for the "Alaska Prize." 



Facilitator/Mot i vat or /Leader 



Each '"Alaska Prize" claim must have a Judge who acts as a facilitator; motivator and 
leader, this judge will have the title "'Independent Leader." 



Independent Leaders for each "Alaska Prize" report to the Governor in writing the judge's 
decision; Yes the claim has met the standard or a No the claim has failed to meet the 
standard for the "Alaska Prize." 



Independent Leaders can-not have the same political party affiliation as the Governor of 
the State of Alaska.

Purpose. of the Judges 



Judges verify the "Alaska Prize" standard. Has the claim reached the bar? Judges are not 
in a research position, a pontificate, informational source or advocate for any particular 
claim by any particular claimant for the "Alaska Prize.". The claimant is . responsible for 
research; the judges only verify that the standard for the "Alaska Prize" that is claimed 
has been achieved. 



Judges do not create new or imagine additional standards. 



The judges answer the only question that counts, and that is: is the standard met? Did 
the claimant reach the bar? Yes or No. Any other response other than a Yes or No will 
result in a judge's disqualification for that claim. 



If judges aren't given enough information to be able to answer Yes or No the claim is 
disqualified, the answer is, No. 



If a judge just can't get it, understand what the claim is claiming, the claim has failed, 
and it is judged No, the claim doesn't meet the standards of that "Alaska Prize.". The 
Judges verdict is No. It is not the judges job to interpret a claim, that is the claimants 
responsibility. 
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Who can't be a judge? 



Any current elected official. Dictators, members of a communist government, mean people of 
any ilk. 



No winner of any of the Nobel Prizes is eligible to be a judge. 



JUDGES 



Judges must treat every person involved with the "Alaska Prize" as a dignitary and with 
dignity. 



Rudeness will disqualify any judge. 



Judges are only responsible for their assigned assessment 



Automatic Judge Disqualification occurs when a judge acts to lower the bar or change the 
standards, 100 percent is 100 percent, and the bar must be reached, got it? 



Judges are disqualified when they become advocates for any part; portion; person; group or 
country vying for the "Alaska Prize." Judges are not advocates they are judges. 



The judges must decide Yes or No, do the results presented reach the bar at the time the 
results are presented as a claim. The judges can make the following choices: does the 
claim reach the bar? Yes or No. No discussion or explanation from the judges is wanted 
nor needed. 



Discussion or explanation by a judge disqualifies the judge from rendering a verdict on 
the claim. Yes or No is all that is asked of from any judge. One hundred percent remains 
100 percent. It's not cruel; it's not unfair it is the bench mark of successes for the 
"Alaska Prize," 100 percent. 
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Judges must adhere rigidly to the very foundation of science, the "Scientific Method.' 



To claim a prize 



Announcement by a claimant of the claim of an "Alaska Prize" must be made to the Governor 
of Alaska. 



No one person, group or country can expect or be given privilege or privacy over their 
claim. If you want to claim an "Alaska Prize" you must give it freely and unequivocally to 



the free global community. 



All aspects of an "Alaska Prize" claim must be published in the "Alaska Daily News" and in 
full view of a free world at the time of the claim. The claim, will only be published in 
English and Inupiat . 



Claimants can republish their claim in any language and in any free press two weeks after 
the claim is published by the Governor of Alaska in the "Alaska Daily News." 



Once an "Alaska Prize" has met the Standard for that prize: 



The Governor of Alaska will within 14 days of notice of a successful "claim report" from 
the Independent Leader will personally and in person notify the President of the United 
States of America and the Federal Reserve Chairman that the prize money is being 
transferred back to the State of Alaska "Alaska Prize" account. 



The "Alaska Prize" is paid out to the winner/s of the "Alaska Prize" at noon in Juneau, 
Alaska on Alaska Statehood Day.
